We are at a loss to conceive why, instead of the agreeable task of 
witnessing a dramatic performance, the very nature of which includes 
much of excellence in many arts, aud which, as the mere secital of 
productions of poetical genius, is calculated, at all events, to produce 
effects upon the moral system, tending to ameliorate our condition and 
brighten with imagination the dull round of our avocations, we should 
be condemned, contrary to the true principles of the established 
Church itself, to suffer a Lenten penance of ill-assorted song put tq- 
gether to please, we presume, certain fastidious heads of that estab- 
lishment, aud which can only be resorted to in mere listlessness and en- 
uui by those who have no other means of killing time than by listening 
to two badly executed acts of Sacred Musie, in the pious hope of a 
few con.mon place, but lively airs iu the third. 

‘The Oratorio of last night has led us to make the foregoing re- 
maiks; there was little appearance of enjoyment amongst the audi- 
ence, and the house was most miserably attended, ‘The first act con- 
sisted of Handel’s Detlingen Te Deum, a Selection from the Orato- 
rio of Joseph, and a Kyrie and Sanctys, relieved by one air, ‘ Ab 
che forse,’ from Pasta, and ‘ Sad my soul,’ by Miss Love, beautifully 
sung. ‘I'he second act commenced with a Selection from the Oratorio 
of Job, aud required some of that pious personage’s patience to en- 
dare. In this act, Braham and Madame Pasta sang the beantiful 
duet, ‘ Ah se de mali miei ;’ Miss Hughes ‘ ‘I'he Soldier tired” which 
she gave with unusual brilliancy of execution, and was rapturously en- 
cored; Mr. Braham, ‘ The Battle of the Angels ;’ and Mad. Pasta 
the delightful air, ‘ Di piacer ;’ she was vehemently encored, and sang 
it the second time with, if possible, more delicate beauty than the first ; 
she appeared absolutely to revel in harmony. 

The third act had ouly two songs very attractive,* Kelvin Grove,’ by 
Braham, and “ Yes, 1 will leave my Father’s Halls,’ by Miss Love. 
Mr. L. Taylor and Miss Grant sang “ Giovinette,” and a melancholy 
business they made of it ; Mr. ‘Taylor Jooked like the owl in the Freis- 
chuta, attempting to be playful, yet some few persons, who had pro- 
bably never heard the beautiful music of this duettu before, actually 
obtained for them an encore.
